‘The Trial of A 


Sinner 





“Whom God hath set forth to be a propitiation 
through faith in his blood, to declare his right- 
eousness for the remission of sins that are 
past, through the forbearance of God.” 


Text: — Rom. 3: 25, 26.

When a criminal is brought before 
the courts of our country for trial the 
whole community turns out to hear the 
proceedings. Courtrooms are packed 
to hear testimony regarding his guilt 
or innocence. Counsels on both sides 
are on tiptoe to see that nothing is 
pulled over to injure their case. In 
this light we wish to consider the sin- 
ner. Observe 
1. That the sinner stands condemned 
before the bar of justice. 

Against him are 
(1) His memory—men commit sin, 
violate God’s law, and rather than con- 
fess they try to cover up their deeds, 
try to dismiss them from their minds, 
but, alas! they can’t do it. They may 
try to crowd it out of their minds by 
thinking on other things, but when 
they try to close their eyes for sleep, 
memory takes the witness stand and 
begins testifying against them. 
Memory is one witness you cannot 
bribe nor tangle. He speaks the truth 
in detail, Despite all your efforts to 
do away with his evidence somehow 
it continues to stand. Oh sinner, 
memory will continue to witness 
against you thru life, and say! it will 
witness against you at the judgment. 

(2) His conscience is against him. 
Nothing is so distressing as a guilty 
conscience. His evidence also cannot 
be set aside. Sometimes we wonder 
why men take such percaution in com- 
mitting crime, going alone, taking ad- 
vantage of midnight darkness, then 
after being apprehended, make such 
open confessions. Why do they break 
down? The answer is, “conscience 
gives them away. His testimony forces 
the confession.” Conscience (like 
memory) will also continue to testify 
against you thru life, and at the judg- 
ment will undo you for ever with his 
evidence. 

(3) His reason is against him. There 
is no excuse for wrong doing. God 
created man with power to do right. 
True. he lost that power, but God has 
provided grace, given us His law, and 
we may all know what is_ right and 
wrong. 

II. No circumstance can sufficiently 
excuse his gullt, and no goodness of 
his own can atone for His wrong. He 
may possess his millions but money 
cannot bribe the court nor pay his fine 
for his sentence is death. Maybe he 
can count his friends & acquaintances 
by the thousands, but they can’t help 
him. He may be, as far as the world

knows, a model aS a moral man, but 
his social standing has no weight with 
this court. 

Ill. The law of God demands repara- 
tion, and that reparation the sinner 
cannot make. He might shed bitter 
tears, but tears can’t atone for his 
wrongs. “The wages of sin is death.” 
“The soul that sinneth shall die.” The 
sinner has sinned; God’s law _ con- 
demns him, yea, God’s law sentences 
him, and he must die. Is there no one 
to testify in his favor? is there no one 
to speak in his behalf? can nothing be 
done? and, O God! what is the sen- 
tence? Death!! Physical death? Yes, 
and if that was all it would not be so 
bad, but it is eternal death! Death 
in the lake of fire! A soul lost in hell 
“where the worm dieth not, and the 
fire never will be quenched.” Surely 
someone can help. Surely. a benefactor 
can be found. Is there not someone to 
help? Yes, Thank God! And who is 
He? This leads us to introduce 

IV. Jesus, the Son of God, who takes 
the sinner’s place and dies in his stead. 
Yes, Jesus left the courts of glory to 
seek and to save poor lost and sinful 
men. The execution of the sinner’s 
sentence falls on Jesus. His quivering 
flesh received the stroke that was 
ours. Surely every sinner will appre- 
ciate this wonderful benefactor. 

V. Upon the sinner accepting this 
substitution, ne goes free. Thank God! 
The sentence is lifted, condemnation 
is gone. The guilty conscience rests; 
joyous hope fills the breast which an- 
chors us to eternal life beyond the 
grave, “God so loved the world that 
He gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life.” 
Just by “believing.” Surely every poor, 
lost sinner will believe the glad story 
of the Gospel. 

Many reject 
Him. Many will not accept this One 
who testifies in your favor. John the 
revelator says, “He is the faithful and 
true witness.” Let Him testify in your 
favor. Let Him save you. He died to 
save you.

Rebekah At The 
Well 





The Bible is a wonderful Book. Up- 
on its gleaming pages are painted 
with the hand of the Master many 
beautiful pictures given as examples 
to us, 

When I was in the world I would 
read and liked to read novels. Many 
times I would read till a very late 
hour. (That was before I gave my 
heart to the Lord.) One thing I no- 
ticed about all those books was that 
they had certain characters: a beau- 
tiful girl who was the heroine, a hand- 
some young hero, and a villain. The 
villain always got the heroine into 
trouble of some kind and the hero al- 
ways rescued her, in the last chapter 
they were married and lived happily 
ever afterward. 

When I became a lover of the Bible, 
I found it was like a love story, a true 
love story with the same cast of char- 
acters. There was a hero and his name 
was Jesus Christ. There was a heroine 
whose name was the Bloodwashed, 
Bloodbought Church of God. The vil- 
lain was called Lucifer or Satan. I 
find that the villain caused the hero 
ine a lot of trouble and that the Hero 
came and saved her from him. Then 
in the last of the Book they were 
married and lived happily ever after- 
ward. 

This story is told in many forms in 
the Bible in type and shadow, but the 
story of Rebekah seems the most thril- 
ling and winsome of all. We are first 
introduced to this delightful story in 
the twenty-second chapter of Genesis, 
thru the father, Abraham, who heard 
the voice of God speaking to him, 
“Abraham! Abraham!” “Behold, Here 
am I,” he answered. “Take now thy 
son, thine only son Isaac, whom thou 
lovest, and get thee into the land of 
Moriah; and offer him there for a 
burnt offering upon one of the moun- 
tains which I will tell thee of.” Now 
Isaac was the son of promise, the be- 
loved son. So was Jesus the son of 
promise and well beloved of the Fa- 
ther. Isaac had been looked forward 
to for years and almost despaired of. 
So had Christ been looked for by a 
longing world; and down thru the 
ages, the people of God had shaded

lighted the eastern sky. 

Abraham is a type of God the Fa- 
ther and Isaac is a type of Jesus 
Christ the Bridegroom. Isaac was call- 
ed to go up a hill toward the altar of 
sacrifice bearing upon his back the 
bundle of wood upon which he was to 
be sacrificed. So Jesus Christ, went up 
a hill called Calvary and bore on His 
shoulders the wooden cross. He could 
not bear it all the way alone because 
of the weight of your sins and mine. 
Isaac was lain upon the wood he had 
carried up and he was bound with 
thongs to that altar. Abraham’s hand 
was lifted for a blow. With breaking 
heart he raised the knife to slay his 
only son; but ere it could fall a voice 
from Heaven cried, “Abraham, lay not 
thine hand upon the lad, neither do 
thou any thing unto him; for now I 
know that thou fearest God, seeing 
thou hast not withheld thy son, thine 
only son from me.”

Here our story changes into the 
anti-type. When Jesus was laid upon 
the wood, that wooden cross, He was 
bound, not by thongs, but with cruel 
nails. When the blow was about to 
fall, a soldier came galloping over the 
hill with spear in hand. There was no 
angel to say, “A ram shall take His 
place,” for neither cherubim nor ser- 
aphim nor all the blood of slain lambs 
on Jewish altars could take the place 
of Jesus Christ. The blows fell, thud— 
thud—thud! The cruel nails were 
driven in, the spear was thrust into 
His side, and He died for you, for me. 

Isaac was released; he was like one 
raised from the dead because he had 
been given up to die. But Jesus was 
indeed and in truth actually raised 
from the dead. He went thru death.

Would you like a full pitcher, sis- 
ter? Would like a full pitcher, broth- 
er? Do like Rebekah, bring an empty 
pitcher on your shoulder when you 
come to church? That is the way you 
must come if you want to be blessed. 
Don’t come out with a pitcher on your 
shoulder full of what you have learn- 
ed and what you think. You cannot 
have your pitcher filled with Jesus 
Christ unless you first empty it. Re- 
bekah had an empty pitcher and she 
went down. That is the first step. Go 
down in sincere prayer, go down in 
humility, down in earnest seeking. 

Go down? you say. I don’t want to 
go down. I want to go up. I want a 
blessing. Oh yes, dear heart, but the 
way down is the way up. You will 
never get your pitcher full standing 
at a distance. If I have a full pitcher 
for you it is because I have come out 
from the world and have surrendered 
all to Christ. If you feel you are get- | 
ting a drink, it is because I have gone 
down. Are you willing to go down? In 
the natural world it is said that every- 
thing that goes up must come down; 
but in the spiritual world it is the 
other way. If a man will only go down, 
he will come up. It is a wonderful 
thing to go down for God. 

The trouble with some people 1s 
that they go down and stay down. 
They have not the right spirit. No 
matter what your heartache or your 
trial, it is just another opportunity to 
fill your pitcher and if you have the 
right spirit you will come up again. 
It depends upon the stuff of which 
you are made. You take a mud ball 
and a rubber ball and hold them up 
together. They both look alike. About 
the best way to tell them apart is to 
drop them. You drop the rubber ball 
and it bounces. The harder you throw 
it down, the higher it bounces. That is 
the way with some Christians. They 
surely go down hard but they come 
up again. The harder the trial and the 
deeper the valley they go thru, the 
higher they bounce when they come 
back. That is because they have the 
resurrection spirit of the rubber ball. 

You take the mud ball and throw it 
down and it just goes, Splat!! That is 
the end of it. Some Church of God 
folks are that way. “I am never going 
back to that church again. Did you 
hear what he said to me? I had a song 
already to sing and they didn’t call 
on me. I am thru with it all.” Yes, 
Plop! They are gone. No resurrection 
spirit, no going thru with God. They 
go down, but unlike Rebekah, they do 
not come up. 

On the other hand, you will find 
some evangelists, some ministers, 
some Christian workers who have 
their pitchers full and when they 
preach or testify you feel as though 
waters had been poured over your 
thirsty soul. Their pitchers are full, 
but they went down first. 

We read that as Rebekah filled her 
pitcher and came up, the servant came 
to meet her. If we go down, the Holy 
Ghost will come and meet us and guide 
us to the heavenly Isaac, Jesus Christ, 
and to the beautiful city at the end 
of the way. Lord, let us be like Re- 
bekah who came out, went down, and 
came up! When she had come up she 
said, Drink, my lord. And she began 
to draw water for the camels also. 

I do not know whether or not Re- 
bekah realized what she was in for 
when she said, I will draw for the 
camels also. Did you ever try to fill a 
camel with water? I had some experi- 
ence with them when I was traveling, 
and I believe she had almost a 
life job to water ten camels.
